THE CONSUMER price Index 
for June jumped four-tenths of 
one per cent to record its sharpest 
increase in 15 months and hit an­ 
other record high 
The rise was attributed at that 
tim e prim arily to a normal "sea­ 
sonal increase" in pncee of fresh 
fruits and vegetables 
The departm ent's price experts 
predicted the index would show 
little change in July and would 
decline in August. 


THE JUNE INCREASE lifted 
the price index to 124.5 per cent 
of the 19-7-W base period, or six- 
tenth of one per cent higher than 
a year earlier.

mean wage boosts for about 600.­ 
000 trucking, aircraft and electri­ 
cal workers whose wage* are tied 
to the cost of living index by union 
contracts.

For Schools 
SAN DIEGO (UP# — California's 
highest ranking education official 
gave his support today to a pro­ 
posal to update the teaching of 
history, geography and govern­ 
ment from the 1st through th e 
12th grades. 
Director of Education Roy E. 
Simpson, in a speech before the 
California Federation of Labor, 
said the proposal would provide 
"greater emphasis on the hard 
core ol social studies." 


"ITS AIM IS TO give y o u n g 
people a better background for 
making the increasingly important 
decisions before us today,” Simp­ 
son siaid. 
The proposal, prepared after a 
five-year study which sought the 
views of nearly 7.000 Californians, 
had these main features: 
—It would formally include, at 
the 9th or 10th grade, a year's 
course on "challenges to freedom 
in the world: Forces in Asia, Af- 
rioa and the Soviet Union." 


—IT WOULD REMOVE driver 
training, first aid and the so-called 
"adjustm ent" courses from th e 
field of social studies. 
—It would emphasize current af­ 
fairs, including controversial is­ 
sues when necessary. 
—It would place greater slress 
on recent U.S. history. 
The suggestions o fthe stale Cen 
Ira I Committee on Social Studies, 
expected to be included soon in a 
formal report, must be approved 
by the Board of Education a n d 
then by local school districts.

Hope It's Not Just a Lot of Baloney 
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Final Showdown on Labor Reform 


Bill Tests Control of Congress 


The congressional stage is now set 
for a showdown battle over curbing 
abuses, unfair practices, mobster tac* 
tics, outright racketeering and dishon­ 
esty to the extent that it is known to 
exist in certain union practices a n d 
areas of organized labor. 
For several years the special Senate 
committee 
investigating 
such 
occur­ 
rences in various unions throughout 
the nation has been uncovering speci­ 
fic evidence of both civil and criminal 
misbehavior, particularly on the part 
of labor leaders, which have been wide­ 
ly publicized. 
The recent report of th at body of 
venerable investigators including mem­ 
bers of both m ajor political parties, 
without a single voice of dissent, warn­ 
ed the American people th at the wel­ 
fare of the United States is threatened 
by the continuing spread of gang con­ 
trol, racketeering, 
Communism 
a n d 
undemocratic practices 
prevalent 
in 
m^ny of the labor unions. The specific 
conditions and urgency for correction 
were couched in the strongest terms 
ever released on the subject by th e 
Senate committee. 
A few days later President Eisen­ 
hower made a brief but clear cut speech 
to the nation asking for labor reform 
»nd calling upon Congress to take ade­ 
quate remedial action to protect t h e 
laboring man and the public. 


In his address the President a s k e d 
legislation to accomplish a relatively 
few but im portant things, ie: Abolish 
blackmail, secondary and 
“no-man’s- 
land” picketing. Also a bill of rights to 
assure fair elections, honest handling 
of union funds, and the machinery to 
enforce these, 
There is no question but what t h e 
public generally and most union mem­ 
bers favor “purifying” the labor laws 
for the protection and betterm ent of 
all. 
It is difficult to see how anyone ex­ 
cept a dishonest union official c o u l d 


ev en find reason to opposft the changes 
asked. 
Patently it is not a partisan Issue. 
Yet as certain as tomorrow’s sun­ 
rise, because of the political pressure 
leaders can 
exert 
on 
Congressmen, 
there will be terrific opposition from 
many of our elected lawmakers. 
The outcome may determine whether 
or not we will continue to have a “gov­ 
ernment of the people, by the people, 
and for the people” or whether the fu­ 
ture of the entire United States will be 
delivered in to 'th e hands of a relatively 
few labor leaders. 
Omission of any one of the six just 
and simple things asked by the Presi­ 
dent, or even ' a compromise on one, 
would be a vital defeat for the public 
and increase labor control over govern­ 
ment. 


Skeptical— But Not Cynical 


D. C. — Year» 
age Scribners Magazine ( n o w 
defunct) was reckless enough to 
buy an article by me in which 
I atrassed that public cynicism 
toward pniiucains was one of 
the pillar» of political freedom. 
The editor and I engaged in an 
argum ent (he won) relative to 
Changing the word cynicism to 
Scepticism. Although I did not 
welcome the 
change 
at 
t h e 
tone, I now agree that it is in 
the Jeffersonian tradition to be 
toeptical and that being cymcal 
•bout the motive» of our politi­ 
cians it better left to Flaming 
Youth. 
This preamble leads Into same 
activities 
by 
two 
Democratic 
6enators. Neuberger of Oregon 
and Hart of Michigan, of whom 
I'm going to 
be a 
little 
bit 
skeptical, but not cynical. Dick 
Neuberger has introduced • bill 
(S-1296) to m m pose e x c e s s 
profits taxation 
upon our De­ 
fense industries. Phil Hart has 
offered t resolution (S. Res. ISO l 
for a Select committee to study 
“the economic impact of nation­ 
al defense." Neuberger propeed 
that industry be socked w i t h 
extra taxation in a Senate floor 
apeech which he 
characterized 
as “my contribution to the na­ 
tional discussion ov er the budget 
and fiscal m atters." H art’s res­ 
olution opened with a series of 
“ whereas s." the first of which 
plugged "the continued welfare 
of the nation ’ 


WE1J 
IT IS politically heal­ 
thy’ to be skeptical about such 
high-faJuting 
motives 
as 
each 
Senator 
claims. 
Neuberger 
is 


probably the most improved Sen 
•tor on the HiH, and if my en­ 
dorsement might not be the kiss 
of death 1 would be inclined to 
support his reelection next year. 
But Neuberger has not yet risen 
above his own youthful cynicism 
toward the 
ogre 
called 
B i g 
Business. 
I 
recently cited 
a 
speech of his on Veteran's bene­ 
fits in which he trotted out the 
old scapegoat called Merchants 
of Death as an excise for tak­ 
ing a whack at private enter­ 
prise. 
In introducing his bill to re­ 
store excess profits taxes, the 
Senator 
recommends it as 
a 
method by which each genera­ 
tion should pay its way through 
life. Yet in the m atter of Vet­ 
erans’ benefits and. I daresay, a 
dozen other instances. Neuberg­ 
er is asking posterity to educate, 
house, feed, defend and pamper 
those of us now alive. And al­ 
though from the context of his 
language, 
Neuberger 
believes 
that capitalism should 
be 
de­ 
nied large profits from war and 
war crises, I can't find that he 
(eels the same about Labor un­ 
ions which get ‘ lush 
contracts 
under the crash 
programs 
or 
about many peace-time Gi's who 
serve their draft 
term s 
amid 
luxuries that few of them ever 
enjoyed at home. If we are go­ 
n g to make the Cold War tough 
on capitalists, let’s do likewise 
for workers and service people. 


HAVING SAID this much. I 
commend Neuberger whose bill 
calls attention to the big profits 
by Defense 
industries. 
In 
all 
honesty, we are embracing the 
Cold War as an excuse for pros­ 


perity. welfare and debt — and 
it could be the death of us. Sen­ 
ator 
Hart's 
resolution 
is 
ad­ 
dressed to this same subject. I 
was 
skeptical 
enough 
a b o u t 
H art's resolution (about Defense 
spending) to question 
him on 
these points: Was he aiming to 
fetch some Defense spending in 
Michigan which is suffering with 
losses of industry under Gover­ 
nor Williams? Was Senator Hart 
willing to 
have 
Defense 
con­ 
tracts used as 
make 
- 
work 
projects to solve unemployment 
in Michigan and elsewhere? Sen­ 
ator Hart replied negatively to 
both queries. He went on to say 
that be was interested in the 
shole ponderous effect of 440 bil­ 
lion Defense spending — includ­ 
ing, how will we ever end the 
Cold War while it hrings us all 
such prosperity? 
I t’s a fair supposition t h a t 
Neuberger still 
has 
his 
bust- 
business 
moments 
and 
t h a t 
H art would very much like to 
fight Communism with contracts 
for his Michigan 
constituents. 
This much is skepticism, and it 
is a good check on our lawmak­ 
ers. But cynicism would go too 
far. Cynicism would say t h a t 
Neuberger hasn't got 
a point 
about Big Business and C o l d 
War profiteering — yet he has 
a very 
good 
point. 
Cynicism 
would say that Hart hasn't got 
a p o i n t beyond boondoggling 
some Defense jobs for Michigan 
—yet he 
has 
some 
excellent 
points. 
A good prayer for the C o l d 
War would be: Give us m o r e 
skepticism — 
but 
deliver 
us 
from Cynicism. Amen.

Gardening in the Desert 


Thin H toe month when the 
Amateur Gardener should get out 
his pruning scissors and begin to 
trim 
off 
the 
parts 
of 
dead 
branches, sun burnt foliage and 
other debris 
First he should start in on the 
Hibiscus that has managed to 
come through an unpleasant sum­ 
mer without suffering too much. 
Hibiscus should never be planted 
out in the open where wind from 
any direction is likely to harm it. 
Treat it kindly, give It a corner 
where a fence or wall protects it 
frcm prevailing winds which, in 
the desert, come from the west 
or northwest. 


GIVE IT THE necessary food, 
rose food is good fertiliser, keep its 
soil damp but not soggy and. 
barring insect troubles, 
it will 
proudly display its blooms until 
next summer comes around. Frost 
might possibly hit it in the depth 
of winter but our 
temperetures 
seldom go below 26 and freezing 
can be eliminated by giving the 
Hibiscus an umbrella-kke protec­ 
tion on cold nights.
